THE KAISER'S RESOLUTION.

lacking in intelligence, nor was he so t 
to bis own interests sa some would have them 
believe. The people of Dublin did net come 
to that gallery because they did not realise 
what that place could do for them. There 
wero three main ways in which the public 
gallery might benefit a people. In the first 
place, it was of use to artiste. He did not 
refer to the benefits the art student gained 
by copying the works of some master of 
technique—he meant something more important 
than’ that, A werk of art had & certain 
fertilising quality. A work of art, as Wilde 
said, often was the etarting point fer new 
artistic-creation. Well, a work of art could often 
tell them a great deal about the men ef a 
past age. History had in the past relied too 
much on the study of documents. To under- 
stand the men of a past age they must not 
only study written recorde—they must knew 
something about the houses those mon lived 
in, the implements they weed. They must 
study their portraits. Above all, they must 
study the rhythmic expression of the emotions 
of those men—their worke of art. A place 
like that also had its use for every member 
of the community, for the man in the street, 
for the child in the efreet. Every great work 
of art was capable of doing two thinge for 
them—in the firet place, it could commumeate 
to them a certain kind of emotion, and could 
ive them a certain quality o poner. 
ndly, as the great artist eaw and felt more 
than the average person, he could open their 
eyes and make them see things which they 
would not otherwise have seen. He quld 
give them a fuller, richer life. The cultural 
value of “picture galleries was recognised by 
all modern authorities on education—it was, in 
fact, merely ignorance that prevented people 
from coming to that-place..
